Another Message to Employers and Employees 


Four Compulsory Employment Transfer Orders have been issued under authority of 
National Selective Service Civilian Regulations. The First required action by inter- 
ested employers and employees by May 19h; the Second by June 15th; the Third by 
July 15th; and the Fourth by July 24th._In order that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing im regard to the employments covered, the following consolidated and complete list 
of industries and occupations, comprised im these four Transfer Orders, is here given.
